She calved on Novem- 
ber 4, 1914, dropping a bull calf, Sir Ormsby Banos- 
tine Champion, sired by Maplecrest Butter Boy De 
Kol, who is a son of Friend Hengerveld De Kol Butter 
Boy out of a 26-pound daughter of Pontiac Aaggie Korn- 
dyke, being three-quarters brother to Banostine Belle 
De Kol, the first cow to produce over 1,300 pounds of 
butter in a year. 

Duchess Skylark Ormsby was started on her yearly 
test on November 7, 1914, and shortly afterwards com- 
pleted a seven-day official record of 34.36 pounds of but- 
ter from 558.1 pounds of milk in seven days, testing 4.92 
per cent, beginning her record nine days after calving. 
When this record was made she was known as Buffalo 
Duchess Skylark and under such name her records have 
always been officially recorded, even in the Blue Book 
just issued. As Mr. Irwin, however, was noted for breed- 
ing animals of the Ormsby strain, and as Buffalo Duchess 
Skylark contained a large percentage of the blood of this 
family, Mr. Irwin had her name officially changed to 
Duchess Skylark Ormsby as describing her breeding more 
accurately. She commenced her yearly test, making 
87.804 pounds of fat from 1,794.2 pounds of milk in z4 
days, in November testing 4.74 per cent. The next month 
she went down a trifle in percentage of fat to 4.48 per 
cent, but she more than made up for this loss in the 
amount of milk produced, giving 2,834.8 pounds of milk 
containing 126.99 pounds of fat in 31 days. It is to be 
deeply regretted that at the rate this cow was going, she 
was not continued on official test throughout the year, 
for she would have been the world’s champion butter cow 
on official test from 90 to 365 days, as well as holding all 
world’s records on semi-official test. She made 153.47 
pounds of butter in 30 days in semi-official test, being 
exceeded by but two cows for the year 1914-15, Sadie 
Vale Concordia 4th and Mabel Segis Korndyke. Her 
record would also stand seventh in the list of the greatest 
producing cows of the breed for 30 days. 

Duchess Skylark Ormsby’s average fat per day for 
this month was 4.096 pounds from 91.4 pounds of milk. 
As her average fat production per day was only 3.926 
pounds from 79.7 pounds of milk, it will be seen that she 
averaged .140 pounds more fat every day and 11.7 pounds 
more milk in her semi-official test for 30 days, than she 
did on her official seven-day record. Her official test is, 
thus, no indication of her real capacity, for no other 34- 
pound cow of the breed has ever produced more than 
142.39 pounds of butter in 30 days or 11.08 pounds less 
than what Duchess Skylark Ormsby gave on her semi- 
official test. 

According to the standard, therefore, that a good 
30-day record is four times as large as the seven-day test, 





Duchess Skylark Ormsby is actually better than a 38- 
pound cow by her 30-day test. 

There are eight 38-pound cows in the world, but 
judging by Duchess Skylark Ormsby’s long distance rec- 
ords, it is very doubtful if any of them could have equaled 
her production if they had been continued on yearly test. 
In her third month, Duchess Skylark Ormsby’s percent- 
age of fat remained practically the same, being 4.49 per 
cent, but her milk fell off 333 pounds, and her produc- 
tion of fat decreased to 112.32 pounds fat. This slump, 
however, is only in comparison with the enormous pro- 
duction in the preceding and following months, as it rep- 
resents a record of over 140 pounds of: butter in 31 days, 
which is considered a very creditable mark to have been 
reached by any cow. 

In her next month, which was only 28 days, she went 
down considerably in milk production, making only 2,213.4 
pounds or 288.2 pounds less than what she made in Janu- 
ary. Her test, on the other hand, went up to 5.14 or a 
gain of .65 of 1 per cent, being the hightst of any month 
of the year. She averaged 4.06 pounds fat every day for 
February, or over 35 pounds of butter every seven days, 
and 152 pounds of butter for 30 days. This average for 
the month was again equal to better than a 38-pound 
butter record for seven days. Her phenomenal produc- 
tion in the first few months of her yearly test is well 
known in comparison with the official records of the two 
40-pound cows, K. P. Pontiac Lass and Johanna De Kol 
Van Beers, and the three great yearly producers, Fin- 
derne Pride Johanna Rue, Finderne Holingen Fayne and 
Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d.

For seven days we find that K. P. Pontiac leads with 
a record of 44.18 pounds or 4.11 pounds ahead of her 
nearest rival in this table, Johanna De Kol Van Beers, 
6.84 pounds ahead of Finderne Holingen Fayne, 6.97 
pounds ahead of Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d, 7.13 pounds 
ahead of Finderne Pride Johanna Rue, and 9.82 pounds

ahead of Duchess Skylark Ormsby. From these figures 
it would be judged that there was hardly one chance out 
of 100 of Duchess Skylark Ormsby surpassing K. P. 
Pontiac Lass for 100 days, much less than by the wide 
margin that she achieved her triumph. 

In the 30-day test, Duchess Skylark Ormsby proved 
her persistency, even in this early period, coming up 
from sixth to second place in the list, making 153.47 
pounds of butter, or only 18.03 pounds behind K. P. Pon- 
tiac Lass. The former cow, however, made more butter 
than any of the other four cows, giving 2.07 pounds more 
butter than Johanna De Kol Van Beers did, in spite ot 
the fact that the 40-pound cow was almost six pounds of 
butter ahead of Duchess Skylark Ormsby for seven days. 
This is perhaps the most complete reversal of positions 
that there is to be evidenced in the seven and 30-day 
tests. Duchess Skylark Ormsby also made 3.14 pounds 
more butter than Finderne Holingen Fayne, 8.19 pounds 
more than Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d and 13.52 pounds 
more than Finderne Pride Johanna Rue for 30 days. 


For the second best 30 days, we find a most remark- 
able uniformity in the production of the six different 
cows, varying only from 135.11 pounds to 140.50 pounds 
butter, or a difference of only 5.39 pounds between the 
lowest and the highest production of all the cows for 
this period. ; 

Finderne Holingen Fayne leads all other cows in the 
second 30-day test, making °140.5 pounds butter or 3.19 
pounds ahead of her nearest rival, K. P. Pontiac Lass, 
3.84 pounds ahead of Johanna De Kol Van Beers and 4.62 
pounds more than Duchess Skylark Ormsby. By means 
of her great lead for the first 30 days, however, K. P 
Pontiac Lass for 60 days is also ahead of any other cow, 
making 308.81 pounds butter. 

Finderne Holingen Fayne comes up from third to 
second place, making 290.83 pounds butter or 17.98 pounds 
behind K. P. Pontiac Lass. Duchess Skylark Ormsby 
sinks down to third place, with a production of 289.35 
pounds or a difference of only 1.48 pounds butter between 
her record and Finderne Holingen Fayne. 

Johanna De Kol Van Beers is a close fourth, making 
288.05 pounds butter in 60 days or 1.30 pounds behind 
Duchess Skylark Ormsby. Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d 
is fifth with a production of 281.76 pounds and Finderne 
Pride Johanna Rue sixth with 275.05 pounds. In the 
third 30-day test, Duchess Skylark Ormsby with a most 
wonderful production of 151.65 pounds butter, comes from 
third to first place, superceding K. P. Pontiac Lass for 
the honors for that period. 

The Minnesota cow produced 6.20 pounds more but- 
ter than did Finderne Holingen Fayne in the third 30- 
day test, 21.30 pounds more than Johanna De Kol Van 
Beers, and 33.80 pounds more than K. P. Pontiac Lass. 
Thus, while K. P. Pontiac Lass produced 28% per cent 
more butter than did Duchess Skylark Ormsby for seven 
days, the latter cow made over 11 per cent more butter than 
did the seven-day champion in the third 30-day test. 

It is considered a very good record for a cow to 
produce 10 times as much for 90 days as she did in her 
seven-day test, and we will present the greatest records 
made for seven and 90 days, by the different cows, the 
initial “O” denoting that the test was official, and the 
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initial “S” denoting that it was semi-official for the lat- 
ter period.

The basis of comparison of the 90-day test is per- 
haps the fairest standard of any of the tests, possessing 
the chief advantages of both the seven-day and yearly 
tests without their corresponding disadvantages. It is 
long enough to eliminate any abnormal percentage of fat 
that may have occurred in a seven-day test, and it will 
show how persistent a cow is without the interference 
of her regular breeding qualities as when the test is con- 
tinued for a year. The 90 or 100-day test is a happy med- 
ium between two extremes, and the records of a cow 
given for that length of time probably show her real pro- 
ducing capacity better than any other test if the 90-day 
— are divided by 10 and reduced to a seven-day 

asis. 

Duchess Skylark Ormsby thus instead of being a 34- 
pound cow is, judging by her 90-day record, a 44-pound 
cow. 

Finderne Holingen Fayne instead of being only a 37- 
pound junior three-year-old cow, gave enough butter in 
90 days to be equal to a 43.62-pound cow for seven days. 
K. P. Pontiac Lass declines slightly from 44.18 pounds to 
42.66 pounds when judged by her 90-day record. Johanna 
De Kol Van Beers is in reality a 41.84-pound cow, and 
so on down the list of cows. In the last 10 days of the 
100-day test, we find that Duchess Skylark Ormsby is 
again first with a production of 46.36 pounds, Finderne 
Holingen Fayne second with 43.43 pounds, Johanna De 
Kol Van Beers fourth with 41.75 pounds, Finderne Pride 
Johanna Rue sixth with 40.81 pounds, and K. P. Pontiac 
Lass last with 38.48 pounds. 

For 100 days, Duchess Skylark Ormsby produced 
487.01 pounds of butter or an average of 4.87 pounds every 
day or less than four one-hundredths of a pound of but- 
ter behind her average seven-day official test. A few 
months ago it would have been declared that this per- 
sistency was impossible in any cow, but Duchess Skylark 
Ormsby shattered all preconceived theories. She aver- 
aged 34.09 pounds every week and 146.1 pounds every 30 
days for this period. There are only 13 cows that have 
ever given as much butter in even their best 30 days as 
averaged by Duchess Skylark Ormsby for the entire 100 
days. Her monthly average for 100 days is. but 15.4 
pounds butter behind the world’s record of 171.50 pounds 
for 30 days. 

She produced 4.78 pounds more butter than did her 
nearest rival, Finderne Holingen Fayne, who made 482.23 
pounds in 100 days or 21.85 pounds less than Duchess 
Skylark Ormsby. Johanna De Kol Van Beers comes fourth 
with a production of 460.17 pounds or 26.84 pounds less. 





K. P. Pontiac Lass, the first cow to make over 44 pounds of butter in 
seven days. 
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Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d is fifth with a production of 
456.97 pounds and Finderne Pride Johanna Rue is sixth 
with a record of 443.83 pounds in 100 days. 

It must be remembered, however, that K. P. Pontiac 
Lass and Johanna De Kol Van Beers’ production for 100 
days was strictly official, and the first named cow is still 
the world’s champion on the official test from one to 100 
days, while the records of the other four cows are semi- 
official for 100 days. In her fourth and fifth months, 
Duchess Skylark Ormsby went up a trifle in her milk 
production, averaging about 81 pounds of milk per day 
those: two months, but she dropped from 5.14 in her 
percentage of fat to only 4.40 in March and 4.44 in April. 
Her production of fat for those two months thus was 
107.84 and 108.505 pounds respectively, which is still bet- 
ter than a rate of over 130 pounds of butter for each of 
those months. In May, while her milk production re- 
mained comparatively the same, she went up from 4.44 
in percentage of fat to 4.81, making 119.033 pounds fat in 
this month, or at a rate of about 144 pounds of butter for 
30 days. This is her third best month for butter, and the 
fact that it was made seven months after freshening 
shows her wonderful producing powers. 

For six months she made 867.43 pounds of butter or 
an average of 4.747 pounds butter every day for 182% 
days. She averaged 33.229 pounds of butter every week 
for this period, or only 1.14 pounds less than what she 
gave in her seven-day test, again showing an example 
of persistency for half a year that we think will never 
be equaled again in the history of the breed. Her average 
for every 30 days was 142.41 pounds of butter. There 
were only nine cows in the last fiscal year that gave more 
butter than this average in even their best 30 days, 
and three of these cows only exceeded her average by 
less than a pound and a half of butter. 

When it was announced in the Holstein-Friesian 
World of last August that Duchess Skylark Ormsby pro- 
duced 863 pounds of butter and 14,923 pounds of milk in 
six months, we thought that it was quite improbable for 
any cow to produce this amount of milk in half a year, 
and that this figure must have been a mistake, as no 
34-pound cow had ever averaged so much milk per day 
in her best 30 days. With the verified figures of Duchess 
Skylark Ormsby’s record, however, showing where she 
even gave more butter than was announced, for six 
months, we are of the opinion that it is somewhat dan- 
gerous to make any predictions as to the limit of a 
cow’s production, especially where Holsteins are con- 
cerned. She produced 164.20 pounds more butter for this 
length of time than Traverse Princess Weg, who holds 
the American official record for six months, of 702.23 
pounds butter. The relative amount of butter produced 
by Duchess Skylark Ormsby and the three greatest cows 
of other breeds follows:

Duchess Skylark thus produced 161.75 pounds more 
butter than her nearest rival in the Jersey breed or 24 per 
cent more, and 168.78 pounds more than the greatest 
record Guernsey for six months, or over 24 per cent more 
butter. The chances thus do not look very favorable for 
any cow of another dairy breed ever approaching the 
Holstein record for six months.

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Finderne Pride Johanna Rue whose vearly production of 1,176.47 lbs 
at was a world’s record a few months ago. 


After her seventh month, Duchess Skylark Ormsby 
began to drop down gradually in the production of but- 
ter until the end of her test. In June she made 2,379.4 
pounds of milk, or approximately the same average per 
day as she did in May, but her percentage of fat fell 
from 4.81 per cent to 4.44 per cent, thus causing a de- 
crease of from 119.03 pounds fat in May to 105.645 pounds 
in June, or a decrease of 13 pounds. In July she still 
showed her persistency in production of. milk, making 
2,321.8 pounds of milk in 31 days, or an average of 75 
pounds per day through one of the hottest months of the 
year, but her persistency of fat dropped from 4.81 per 
cent to 4.11 per cent and the amount of fat produced 
was only 95.426 pounds, a decrease of over 20 pounds, 
this month being the first month that she had gone 
below 100 pounds fat in 30 days. 

Her phenomenal production for her first eight months 
is well illustrated in the fact that she made 903.213 pounds 
of fat or 1,129.33 pounds of butter in 243 days, averaging 
4.647 pounds of butter every day and 32.509 pounds every 
week. As K. P. Pontiac Lass only averaged 4.651 pounds 
of butter every day in her world’s official 100-day record, 
and Johanna De Kol Van Beers averaged but 4.511 pounds 
in her world’s official 120-day record, it will be seen that 
Duchess Skylark Ormsby averaged practically as much as 
K. P. Pontiac Lass and somewhat more than did Johanna 
D Kol Van Beers every day in a test over twice as long as 
either of these two cows. 

The world’s record for the Ayrshire is 917.6 pounds 
fat, held by Auchenbrain Brown Kate 4th, yet Duchess 
Skylark Ormsby produced within 14.4 pounds of fat in 
eight months than did the world’s champion Ayrshire 
in an entire year. 

Duchess Skylark Ormsby passed the 1,000-pound fat 
mark or 1,250 pounds of butter in 277 days, making 
1,000.543 pounds of fat in that length of time. In 318 
days she produced 1,199.01 pounds of fat, surpassing the 
365-day record of ‘Murne Cowan of 1,098.18 pounds. In 
1014 months thus with 47 days yet to go, she pro- 
duced more butter than did the champion Guernsey 
in her yearly test. The record of Duchess Skylark 
Ormsby by months is as follows:

While for the first 100 days it was nip and tuck be- 
tween Duchess Skylark Ormsby and Finderne Holingen 
Fayne, the latter cow producing more butter in 60 
days, but being surpassed by a few pounds in the 90-day 
test, the superior persistency of Duchess Skylark Ormsby 
enabled her to gradually increase her lead after the third 
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month by a greater production each 30 days until the 
beginning of the ninth month. At the end of 365 days 
the following positions were held by the three leading 
cows:

Duchess Skylark Ormsby thus produced 135.37 pounds 
more fat than Finderne Holingen Fayne and 184.37 pounds 
more butter than Finderne Pride Johanna Rue in 265 
days. This is the farthest ahead that Duchess Skylark 
Ormsby was ever able to attain on her rivals, and after 
the eighth month they began to gradually cut down this 
wide margin, separating them from the present world’s 
champion. While Duchess Skylark Ormsby averaged 
4.647 pounds of butter every day for her first eight months, 
she was but able to produce 292.49 pounds of butter in her 
last 100 days, or an average of 2.925 pounds every day or 
20.48 pounds every week, being 12 pounds less butter 
every week than she averaged in her first eight months. 
Finderne Pride Johanna Rue on the other hand made 
440.09 pounds butter in the last 100 days of her test or 
an average of 30.8 pounds of butter every week, being 
2.61 pounds more butter every seven days than her aver- 
age of 28.21 pounds throughout the entire year. She thus 
produced 10 pounds more butter every week in her last 
100 days than did Duchess Skylark Ormsby or over 50 
per cent more, cutting down her lead 148.6 pounds butter 
for 265 days to only 35.77 pounds for the entire year. 

In less than four weeks, Finderne Pride Johanna Rue 
would thus have passed Duchess Skylark Ormsby at the 
rate both cows were going in their last 100 days. 

Finderne Holingen Fayne produced 316.46 pounds of 
butter in the last 100 days of her test, gaining 23.97 pounds 
on Duchess Skylark Ormsby in this period, and averaging 
3.164 pounds butter every day and, 22.152 pounds every 
week during this period. 

The reason for the great slump in Duchess Skylark 
Ormsby’s record during these last three or four months 
is not so much due to her drop in production of milk, as 
she averaged almost 2,000 pounds every 30 days for her 
last few months, but it was due to her drop in percentage 
of fat. From 4.81 per cent in May she went down to 3.55 
per cent in August, or a decrease of 1.26 in percent- 
age of fat and her production of fat dropped from 
119.033 pounds to only 71.937 pounds or a decrease of 
47.096 pounds in the production of butter-fat—in spite 
of her relatively large production of 2,026.4 pounds of 
milk. In September she dropped 57.8 pounds in the pro- 
duction of milk but tested 3.79 per cent in the percentage 
of fat, making 74.61 pounds of fat, or a gain of 3.67 pounds 
of fat. In October she dropped again a trifle in the 
amount of milk, making 1,920.5 pounds and also in the 
percentage of fat, only testing 3.53 per cent or her lowest 
test of the year. Her production of fat was 67.835 pounds, 
which also is the lowest of any month of the year. She 
finished her test, milking about 60 pounds per day, and 
Over two pounds of butter, and in apparently as good 
condition as the day she started. She was bred July 18th 
to King Korndyke Colantha Ormsby thus carrying a calf 
111 days during her test, which adds considerable credit 
to her record. Up until the time she was bred, her high- 
est day in milk was 102 pounds, her highest average fat 
for any month was 5.14 per cent and her lowest average 
4.40 per cent. After she was bred, the extra demands on 
her system and the extremely trying variations of weather, 
seemed to make her more variable and towards the end 
of the year it was noticed that the amount of milk and 
the per cent of fat varied with her feeling, thus account- 
ing for her lower average in the last few months. 

The greatness of Duchess Skylark Ormsby’s record 
can probably be best appreciated by comparing it with 
the annual production per cow in the United States, as 
given in the Bureau of Animal Industry circular, No. 103, 
of the United States Department of Agriculture:

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Thus 65 years ago the average cow in the United 
States gave 52.28 pounds fat in a year or about half 
what Duchess Skylark Ormsby gave every month for 
a year. At the present time the average cow in the 
United States gives only 132.835 pounds fat for a year. 
It would take nine average cows, therefore, to make 
1,190.56 pounds fat in a year or still 14.53 pounds behind 
what Duchess Skylark Ormsby gave in 365 days. If it 
were possible, therefore, for the dairyman to weed out 
90 per cent of his cows and keep 10 per cent of the kind 
like Duchess Skylark Ormsby, he would still be getting 
more butter with one-tenth the cows, and he would make 
far more net profits also from these cows in a year than 
he could possibly make with 10 times the ordinary kind 
in a whole lifetime. If her milk was sold at retail she 
would make alone any dairyman a handsome living, as 
she could supply 38 families: with a quart of rich milk 
every day, testing 4.38 per cent. Her feed bill is as fol- 
lows:

If her milk were sold at ‘Oc per quart, it would bring 
$1,211.90. If her butter-fat were sold at the creamery at 
30c per pound, it would leave a total profit of $184.79. 
There would be a great quantity of skim-milk left, how- 
ever, which would be worth $55.52 at the current price of 
25c per hundredweight, which would make her profit 
$240.34 for the year, which is several times more than 
most cows earn in their lifetime. She averaged 20.1 
pounds grain per day, which would be considered a very 
moderate quantity, for the tremendous amount of butter 
she gave in a year. Murne ‘Cowan, the champion Guern- 
sey, averaged 16.3 pounds grain daily, costing $28 per 
ton for the mixture. She also consumed daily the fol- 
lowing roughage:

The great profitability of the Holstein over other 
breeds is aa iflustrated in this table. Duchess Skylark 
Ormsby thus averaged $48.68 more net profit than the 
champion Jersey, and $76 more than the Guernsey. 

The breeding of Duchess Skylark Ormsby is also of 
very particular interest. She is a daughter of Oakhurst 
Duchess Clothilde, who at 4 years 8 months 19 days made 
19.87 pounds of butter from 494.5 pounds of milk in seven 
days. While this is only considered a very ordinary rec- 
ord for a Holstein cow, she proved to be a very pre- 
potent cow through the records of her two daughters, 
Duchess Skylark Ormsby, 34.36 pounds, and Buffalo Alice 
Johanna, 31.14 pounds as a four-year-old, the two sisters 
averaging 32.75 pounds at an average age of less than five 
years. The breeding back of the dam of Duchess Skylark 
Ormsby is very plain, the dam’s dam having a 16.86- 
pound record as a three-year-old, and the dam’s sire hav- 
ing two A. R. O. daughters with records of 19.87 pounds 
and 13.78 pounds, being imvorted in August of 1903. Her 
sire is Sir Ormsby Skylark who has 11 A. R. O. daugh- 
ters, only three of whom have records of over 20 pounds 
butter, these being Duchess Skylark Ormsby, 34.36 
pounds; Buffalo Sen Sen Skylark, 22.12 pounds, and Buff- 
alo Panzie Skylark, two years, 21.87 pounds. His dam is

Skylark Mercedes De Kol with a four-year-old record of 
22.67 pounds, and his sire is De Kol 2d’s Paul De Kol No. 
2 with 35 A. R. O. daughters, among whom are Madison 
Jennie, 29.20 pounds; Madison Pearl, 25 pounds; Madison 
Clothilde 23.35 pounds, and four others over 20 pounds. 

The sire of Sir Ormsby Skylark is Sir Ormsby Hen- 
gerveld De Kol, who is one of the greatest transmitting 
sires of the breed, having 64 A. R. O. daughters, four of 
whom are 30-pound cows, while 14 have records above 25 
pounds butter and 35 are above 20 pounds. His greatest 
daughter is Pietertje Maid Ormsby, who was the world’s 
record cow for 30 days in 1911, besides being a show 
cow of great renown. The greatest record daughters of 
Sir Ormsby Hengeveld De Kol are Pietertje Maid Orms- 
by, 35,56 pounds, Grace De Kol Ormsby, 33.22 pounds, 
Akkrummer 31.11 pounds, Aaggie Texal Wayne 2d, 30.60 
pounds, Grace Ormsby De Kol Hengerveld 29.28 pounds, 
etc. 

The sire of Sir Ormsby Hengerveld De Kol is Gem 
Pietertje Hengerveld Paul De Kol, who has 13 A. R. O. 
daughters, and his dam is Duchess Ormsby 2d, who made 
21.31 pounds of butter. 

Thus while the breeding of Duchess Skylark Ormsby 
is not of the most fashionable lines, excepting her sire’s 
sire, Sir Ormsby Hengerveld De Kol, and although her 
dam and sire were unknown before her record was made, 
yet today there is no cow who is more popular or more 
widely known that she and the only cow in the world to 
make over 487 pounds of butter in 100 days, 867 pounds 
in six months, 1,129 pounds in eight months and over 
1,500 pounds in a year. 

There will undoubtedly be other cows that will ex- 
ceed Duchess Skylark Ormsby’s record for a year, but it 
is extremely doubtful whether any cow will surpass all 
of her records from three to twelve months. 


Organization for the Dairy Industry 


By H. B. FAVILL, M. D. 


URING the National Dairy Show of 1913 there was 

a gathering of men representing all the prominent 

branches of the dairy industry, the majority of whom 
were delegates selected by their respective organizations. 
At this meeting, after full discussion, there was created a 
National Dairy Council which at that point was regarded 
as a circle within the dairy show. 

As then conceived its purposes were vaguely defined. 
The general idea underlying its formation was to pro- 
mote more intimate acquaintance and opportunity for 
freer discussion, and promotion of the interests which are 
found to be common within the industry. 

As time went on the various inter-relations became 
better defined and it was found that there are many 
questions and problems facing the dairy industry which 
point logically to better organization and close coherence 
of all factors in this enormous field. Whereas at the out- 
set the predominating idea was internal harmony and 
furtherance of a forum which could be regarded in the 
light of a clearing house for all subjects germane to the 
industry but more particularly within it, it developed 
clearly that there is still greater need for such organiza- 
tion as will enable the industry to fortify itself in its 
general commercial relations. 

Many matters of serious import became distinctly the 
issue for consideration, and the culmination occurred at 
the time of the 1914 dairy show, when the appalling men- 
ace of the foot and mouth disease, with its ensuing cam- 
paign of eradication including quarantine of the cattle at 
the dairy show and all of the problems legitimately aris- 
ing therefrom, precipitated upon the consciousness of all 
people related to the industry a conviction that dairying 
as a factor in the national prosperity is dangerously un- 
prepared to cope with the natural vicissitudes and perils 
which can arise to threaten an industry so fundamental, 
so colossal and so unorganized. : 

Accordingly in the spring of 1915, the National Dairy 
Council was reorganized, sevarated in form from the 
National Dairy Show and established upon a basis of ac- 
tivity which contemplates the incorporation into one body. 
as far as circumstances may demand, of all interests which 
are solely or largely dependent upon the dairy cow. 

It is the aim of the council to bring into its organiza- 
tion to the the largest possible extent, the men who pro- 





duce the milk, who manufacture milk products, who pro- 
vide materials, machinery and transportation, who pro- 
vide a market and facilities for distribution and finally the 
officials—administrative or educational—whose counsel 
and official function bear so vital a relationship to the ulti- 
mate estimate of the value of dairy products furnished 
for public health. 

To this end an effort is made to enlist farmers and 
educators, distributors, machinerymen, manufacturers of 
butter, cheese, machinery, feed, cement, milk dealers and 
health officials. It hoped that co-ordination may be ef- 
ected with the state agricultural stations, the national de- 
partment of agriculture and so on through all the list of 
cognate branches of public service, with the full realiza- 
tion that in the last analysis there is no conflict of inter- 
est, but on the contrary such community of interest as 
must be recognized and conserved in order fully to ad- 
vance an enterprise upon which more than upon any other 
foundation rests national prosperity. 

The dairy council recognizes that the essence of its 
campaign must be education. On the one hand education 
of the people whose business interest is immediately in- 
volved; 1. As to the importance of their product. 2. 
As to the inherent weakness of their commercial state. 
3. As to the progress of the times, which demands eradi- 
cation of essential defects in method, quality and value. 

On the other hand, education of the public as to the 
true estimate which should be placed upon milk and the 
products in the domestic economy of the country, and 
finally, the dissemination through all available channels, 
of the idea that the future of American agriculture is in- 
dissolubly bound to animal husbandry, and as the matter 
unfolds more than upon any other branch of animal hus- 
bandry does it depend upon the progress, development 
and value of the dairyman. 

At the very foundation of this structure stands the 
man who produces the milk upon which the entire indus- 
try depends. His position is one of peculiar precarious- 
ness. On the one hand his product is more perishable 
than any other. He is consequently under the necessity 
of finding an immediate market, and is hence open to 
the influence of accidental or intentional circumstances 
that leave him peculiarly defenseless. On the other

cided value to the fraternity, which 
has gathered around this great breed. 
The efforts of such men are most 
praise worthy for they have chosen 
the right method of attaining financial 
success, but when all things are meas- 
ured and when the final test is made, 
it is the really constructive breeder. of 
dairy cattle who is doing the most for 
dairying. 

The man who builds for the future, 
who is not driven about by every 
changing wind .of trade and com- 
merce, but who is constantly work- 
ing towards an ideal which exists in 
his mind, that is the definition of a 
constructive breeder and W. S. Mos- 
crip, the proprietor of the North Star 
Farm, measures up to this definition. 

Mr. Moscrip’s father was a mar- 
ket gardner in the vicinity of St. Paul. 
Like most market gardners, he was 
subject to the vicissitudes of the times 
and occasionally they found them- 
selves in rather straightened circum- 
stances. In order to find some means 
of increasing the family funds, they 
turned tq the dairy cow. The milk 
was marketed by hand, that is Mr. 
Moscrip junior, who was then a boy in 
high school, deliveréd the milk each 
morning while on his way to town. 

A comparison of the _ revenues 
brought in by the regular business of 
the farm and by the dairy cow was 
most favorable to the cow and natur- 
ally more attention was given to her. 
Grades were bought at the beginning 
and gradually. as the demand for milk 
increased, the herd grew in size. In 
1903 the first pure bred cow and bull 
were bought. In the fall of 1905 all 
of the grades were sold and eight 
more pure bred cows were bought. 
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A Constructive Breeder of Holsteins

From the very beginning, the dairy 
work rested very largely with the 
young Mr. Moscrip. He studied the 
cow. He became acquainted with her 
likes and dislikes and on the whole 
he laid a splendid foundation for his 
successful career as a dairyman, for 
it is only through this intimate rela- 





tion between the cow and the man 
who cares for her that the largest 
measure of success may be attained. 
From that day to the present, Mr. 
Moscrip has retained his admiration 
and respect for the milk check. It 
has been the solution of many finan- 
cial difficulties on his farm, just as it 
has on every other farm where it is 
given a proper showing and where the 
cows are handled in a way to stimu- 
late a production that will make the 
result most profitable. 

From this little hand milk route, 
the business grew and a regular route 
was established in St. Paul. This grew 
to larger and larger dimensions until 





at the present time the milk of the 
North Star herd is in keen demand for 
feeding infants and invalids. Now, the 
entire output goes to the hospitals 
of St. Paul, thus relieving the farm of 
the expense and labor of retail deliy- 
ery. The milk is put on the train at 
Lake Elmo every morning and deliy- 
ered at St. Luke’s and St. Paul’s hos- 
pitals daily. About 40 cows are being 
milked and there is always a demand 
for everything that can be produced. 


After Mr. Moscrip graduated from 
school, he undertook the management 
of the business himself. For nine 
years he lived on a rented farm at 
North St. Paul and he was decidedly 
successful in carrying on his regular 
farm work. Later, however, he 
bought a farm of his own at Lake 
Elmo, a live little town just about 
12 miles from the twin cities. The 
farm consists of 216 acres, as beauti- 
ful a place as one could ask. It is 
on the automobile road between St. 
Paul and Stillwater, about equally dis- 
tant from either of these points. 


Stillwater is a handsome little city, 
clean, prosperous and progressive, 
indeed it is at Stillwater that some ot 
the most enthusiastic work is being 
carried on for the promotion of agri- 
cultural and dairy prosperity in that 
section. 

Lake Elmo is just a village but it 
serves a splendid purpose in giving 
Mr. Moscrip good railroad connec- 
tions, splendid facilities for shipping 
stock to any point and the very best 
of opportunities for getting his pro- 
duce to the market quickly. He is 
about a quarter of a mile or perhaps 
less from the station and the railroad 
goes directly past the farm. When 
one is going into St. Paul from the 
east over the Northwestern road, he 
will doubtless see a very attractive 
looking farmstead, a large house with 
a beautiful, spacious veranda, a barn 
that proclaims the legand “North Star 
Farm, Holstein-Friesians, W. S. Mos- 
crip, Lake Elmo, Minn.” The farm 
lies on both sides of the road and one

Three years after Mr. Moscrip be- 
gan breeding Holstein-Friesians, he 
began showing. His first effort was 
in 1908 and he was not so fortunate 
in the winnings but he was fortunate 
in the fact that he went home with a 
definite idea in his mind and with a 
determination to come back again the 
succeeding year. He was naturally 
grieved to think that his cattle were 
overlooked, but he was man enough 
to find out why they were overlooked 
and to profit by that advice. Herein 
is his success in a very large measure 
as a showman. He is now recognized 
as one of the leaders in this class and 
his services as a judge are sought in 
many directions. 

His herd consists of about 100 indi- 
viduals at the present time, and one 
cannot but be impressed with the 
uniformity and excellence of type and 
the beauty of the entire lot if he 
makes a study of this stock. One of 
the first herd bulls that he used, that 
is the one that has impressed himself 
most forcibly upon his offspring, was 
Sir Beets Cornucopia Netherlands. 
This bull was a remarkable individual 
and he was able to produce daughters 
whose production is extremely good. 
He is followed by Johanna Bonheur 
‘Champion, a bull that is owned by 
Mr. Moscrip and Mr. Irwin jointly. 
This bull combines the blood of Jo- 
hanna Bonheur and Colantha 4th’s Jo- 
hanna, models of type and constitu- 
tion and persistent production. His 
three nearest dams have averaged 
1,013.58 pounds of butter in a year 
and nearly 24,000 pounds of milk. He 
is a magnificent individual and he is 
especially suited for use on these heif- 
ers of Sir Beets. The herd has not 
been very extensively tested but ex- 
cellent records are being made and 
it is only a question of time till 
practically everything will be offici- 
allv tested either for short or for long 
periods. Six of the aged cows aver- 
aged 18,343.3 pounds of milk and 
600.95 pounds of butter in 355 days. 
Six of the younger cows, that is two- 
vear-olds, averaged 10,942.4 pounds of 
milk and 351.9 pounds of butter in 333 
days. Mr. Moscrip believes in per-

sistent and consistent production and 
for that reason he is making his rec- 
ords under farm conditions very 
largely. 

One of the cows in the herd is 
Korndyke Hengerveld Colantha 3d. 
She is as nearly perfect an individual 
as one can imagine and she is also 
an excellent producer. Her seven-day 
butter record is 24 pounds, and her 
yearly fat record is 600 pounds from 
over 19,000 pounds of milk. She is a 
cow that could be led into any show 
ring and could go forth with com- 
mendable honors. She is mentioned 
here because she typifies Mr. Mos- 
crip’s idea of beauty and ability. 
There are in the herd, 30 daughters of 
Sir Beets Cornucopia Netherlands, as 
fine heifers as one could. ask for any- 
where. They are beautiful individuals 
wonderfully veined, carrying splendid 
udders and they are making remark- 
ably excellent records under farm 
conditions, showing that Mr. Moscrip 
is right in his idea of beauty and pro- 
ductive capacity combined in the same 
individual.

accommodate about 90 head of mature 
cattle besides ample room for the 
calves and the young stock. It is 
splendidly equipped with most mod- 
ern conveniences, the floors are per- 
fectly sanitary, the barn is flooded 
with sunshine and it is an ideal place 
in which to produce food for human 
consumption. 


There is a most complete system 
of ventilation. The flues are arranged 
in such a way that one can control 
the air currents. He can change the 
air and the temperature in any corner 
of the barn, practically any time dur- 
ing the day and all of the air in the 
barn can be changed in a very short 
time. Mr. Moscrip has studied care- 
fully the effects of pure air and sani- 
tary conditions on his cows and he 
knows that both are necessary for the 
best production. 


Besides being a good dairyman, Mr. 
Moscrip is a good citizen. His im- 
fluence is being felt all through the 
community in which he lives. He has 
done much to increase the land 
values because he has done much to 
stimulate a greater enthusiasm in 
dairy cattle; and dairy cattle, as he 
justly claims, are the greatest influ- 
ence in the upbuilding of land values. 
His farm has increased very materi- 
ally in price since he took possession 
of it, and that increase has been due 
largely to the prosperity that has been 
brought through the dairy cow. Mr. 
Moscrip believes in dairying whether 
one is an enthusiast for Holsteins or 
Guernseys or any other breed. He 
encourages the use of real dairy cows 
on uv-to-date farms and he has been 
in a large measure responsible for the 
enthusiastic efforts that the commer- 
cial club at Stillwater is making to 
better farm conditions. Not only do 
they have a county expert in Mr. Mos- 
crip’s community but the leading bank 
of Stillwater has engaged the serv- 
ices of L. E. Rogers, an expert agri- 
culturist, who will go about preaching 
better farming methods. In all of 
this Mr. Moscrip has been the leader 
and his influence is felt not only in 
his home town but throughout that 
entire section.

Cow Testing 


EBRASKA, as has been fre- 
N aientiy said, is rapidly coming 
into its own as a dairy state. 
Practical farmers everywhere are 
realizing that in poor years the cow 
has kept the wolf from the door, and 
in the good years she has furnished 
the family living. Like all other bus- 
iness interests, the farmer is putting 
the dairy cow on a scientific basis. 
Everywhere the question is, how 
much can a business produce. Today 
the farmers are putting that question 
to the dairy cow. For the ordinary 
herds many farmers are weighing and 
testing their own milk. But with the 
pure bred herds matters are differ- 
ent. In these the breeders are striv- 
ing for high records. In order to be 
sure that bona fide records are made, 
the breed associations have asked the 
experiment stations to send out offi- 
cial testers. These official testers 
weigh and test the milk and file offi- 
cial reports at the experiment sta- 
tions and with the breed associations. 
The Holstein breeders try for high 
seven-day and 30-day official records 
and semi-official yearly records. The 
semi-official record differs from the 
official in that the tester tests but two 
days during each month instead of 
the seven or 30-day official period. 
All of the dairy breeds have the semi- 
official record system. The breeders 
consider that they are repaid many 
times over for taking the official tests, 
for the price of animals with good 
records behind them’ is remarkably 
increased. As the tests are made by 
absolutely impartial people, buvers 
are assured of the accuracy of records. 
During the past year the interest 
in official testing has shown a very 
marked increase. Last spring the 
work became so heavy that a special 
supervisor was appointed to take gen- 
eral charge of the official testing. 
Howard Colman, a last year’s grad- 
uate of the state agricultural college 
at Lincoln, is now acting in that ca- 
pacity.

HULLESS OATS. 


Hulless oats have the peculiar char- 
acteristic of shelling out free from the 
hull when threshed. They have ney- 
er been extensively grown in the 
northwest and their value is not gen- 
erally known. In determining their 
worth it should be understood that 
their feeding value is somewhat great- 
er than ordinary oats, as the ordinary 
varieties may have as much as 30 per 
cent hull. However, to furnish an 
amount of food substance per acre 
equivalent to other varieties they 
should produce a yield of 70 per cent 
by weight of these vaireties. 


The Washington Experiment Sta- 
tion obtained a small quantity of hul- 
less oats from the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture in 1904, 
These and other hulless varieties have 
been tested with the ordinary ones, 
which have hulls on, for the past sev- 
eral years. The average yield for a 
two years’ test in the grain nursery 
shows that Chinese hulless oats, one 
of the most common varieties. pro- 
duced 43 per cent of the yield of 
Swedish Select oats. An improved 
hulless oat, which was produced at 
the Washington Experiment Station 
by crossing the (Chinese hulless on the 
Palouse Wonder oat, produced 72 per 
cent of the yield produced by Swedish 
Select during the same two years. 

The best hulless oats under field 
conditions produced only 53 per cent 
of the yield of Swedish Select. Be- 
sides producing a low yield, most of 
the hulless varieties have a tendency 
to shatter badly, and are often sus- 
ceptible to smut, thus further reduc- 
ing the yield of the harvested crop. 
Attempts are being made to improve 
these hulless varieties by crossing 
them on some of the better yielding 
varieties. Until hulless oats are fur- 
ther improved they would hardly seem 
to be worthy of attention from the 
grower, except where they are to be 
used for a special purpose.—Division 
of Farm Crops, Washington Experi- 
ment Station.

the association. A report of the an- 
nual mid-summer picnic, which was 
held in August at Fred S. Kenfield’s 
Long Beach Stock Farm, was given 
by the secretary and a letter from 
George H. Gillespie was read in which 
he stated that he would be unable to 
attend the meeting and take part in 
the program as planned, in view of 
the fact that he was doing A. R. O. 
testing and had two cows under test, 
one of which was making a 30-pound 
record and another a 25-pound two- 
year-old record. : 

E. W. McNitt then gave an inter- 
esting talk on “My impression of the 
Holstein herd when the first 44-pound 
A. R. O. cow was bred and _devel- 
oped.” Mr. McNitt’s description of 
the Francis M. Jones herd of Hol- 
steins paid tribute to the individuals 
in the herd, particularly Tweed White 
Lady. f : 

P. Buth then gave an interesting 
talk on “Holstein types and their 
relation to production.” Many good 
points were brought out in this talk 
and in the general discussion which 
followed, and it seemed to be the 
opinion of the breeders that the mid- 
dle type of Holsteins was much pre- 
ferred to the strictly dairy type or the 
beef type, as it was thought the mid- 
dle type combined better constitution, 
together with the ability to produce 
heavily and was more pleasing to the 
eye and in greater demand when Hol- 
stein breeders had females for sale. 

Mr. Lillie, secretary of the West 
Michigan State Fair spoke in the in- 
terest of the fair for 1916, and at his 
suggestion a fair committee was ap- 
pointed consisting of M. W. Willard, 
P. Buth and C. Hunsberger. The 
afternoon meeting was called to or- 
der by President Clark and the ad- 
vantages and disadvantages of Hol- 
stein advertising by the association 
in Grand Rapids and vicinity was dis- 
cussed by C. Hunsberger. 

M. W. Willard then gave a _ talk 
on the advisability of continuing this 
Holstein advertising for the year 
1916. A general discussion followed 
and in view of the fact that opinions 
seemed to be about equally divided 
on the question of advertising, the 
matter was tabled until a later date. 

In the absence of Mr. Gillespie, Mr. 
Buth gave a talk on the “Care and 
feeding of Holstein cows for advanced 
register records.”

the camps of the butter substi- 
tute interests. It would be an obtuse 
mind that would not detect the many 
activities of an unmistakable charac- 
ter to discredit butter at the moment 
and to trace them back to a common 
point of inspiration—all of which calls 
for a united front to meet the enemy’s 
attack, 

In opening our weekly trade publi- 
cations as they arrive at the desk, it 
would seem from what we find on the 
pages that some of them are being 
utilized to aid and comfort the enemy. 
Many criticisms upon branches of the 
industry, and the products being 
turned out, are of a nature which on 
their face show them to be more or 
less based on personal spleen of the 
writer. These are given space appar- 
ently without a thought of the pos- 
sible injury they are capable of doing 
to the whole industry. Also many cir- 
culars of injurious character from 
quarters that should be most friendly 
to the dairy industry, are being cir- 
culated from time to time, the writ- 
ers of which apparently feel they are 
required to make a severe arraign- 
ment of some branch of the industry. 

These pamphlets are certainly fruit- 
ful in one sense; they give unction to 
the soul of the muck-raker who is 
laying for vulnerable points of attack 
upon our interests. While the power 
of the press must not be curtailed, nor 
the pen of the capable writer be blunt- 
ed, yet we appeal to our friends to de- 
vise some other way of doing our 
laundry work—to utilize methods 
that will not entail injury upon the 
just as well as the unjust, if there be 
such. We contend that dairying, as a 
whole, has made giant strides in 
method and manufacture, and that it 
is in fairly good shape—only needing 
some rough corners to be rounded 
off, and these we believe can best be 
rounded by intelligent harmonious 
work of all at interest.

MESSAGE from one of the great industrial and com- 

mercial centers of the south says “what one mostly 
hears in this section is that weather conditions have been 
unusually favorable to the growth of grain and food 
crops.” 

This is a decidedly new and encouraging note from 
the south. It indicates in no unmistakable manner that 
southern farmers are freeing themselves from the one 
crop idea of cotton or cane. There is no section of the 
country that holds richer possibilities for the breeder of 
dairy cattle than the south. The Holstein-Friesian is 
rapidly establishing her position among southern dairy- 
men. Her supremacy in the economy of agriculture jis 
being recognized and the few pioneers, who have had the 
hardihood to take Holstein-Friesian cattle into a territory 
that has been preempted and held sacred by another 
breed, are reaping a rich harvest. There are men in 
Louisiana, Florida, Georgia, Mississippi, Texas, and other 
southern states who have foreseen the demand that is 
inevitable and they have been pioneers in the work of 
Holstein-Friesian breeding in their states. Such men will 
reap a rich harvest, but they cannot nearly supply the 
demand and they will welcome the co-operation of other 
high class breeders in their fields.

hand, his product is subject to such 
change in quality as to make it of the 
utmost importance that the condi- 
tion, in which it is presented to the 
public for consumption, shall be 
scrutinized and so far as_ possible 
standardized in order to conform to 
modern conception of public welfare. 

In this serious situation it is im- 
perative that measures looking to the 
ultimate development of the industry 
be so wisely and comprehensively con- 
ceived that the problem involving the 
milk producer shall be regarded not 
at all as his problems, but a matter in 
which the whole nation is directly 
or indirectly involved. 

Unjust or unintelligent warfare upon 
the milk producer imoverils not only 
the interests directly involved in the 
industry, but still more vitally the in- 
terests of every individual dependent 
for his daily food upon milk or its 
products. 

The National Dairy Council aims to 
bring into this grave situation deeper 
understanding, more harmonious ac- 
tion and more profound realization of 
the fundamental importance of the 
entire subject. Amongst the problems 
which present themselves for im- 
mediate attention it has chosen to re- 
gard as most important the wide- 
spread ignorance on the part of the 
public as to the essential value of 
milk. 

When one considers the fact that 
it would be practically impossible to 
rear the young of a nation without 
milk—that some form of proteid food 


is absolutely essential to the growth 
and development of young animals, 
and most important of these, children 
—that milk is the cheapest form of 
animal proteid food that is to be had 
—that it is the only animal proteid 
necessary to growth and development 
—that its various products in its more 
permanent form, as_ butter, cheese, 
condensed milk, ice cream and milk 
powder are cheaper and better food 
than any other available, it is high 
time that the public should be brought 
to a realization that milk is not a 
luxury but a necessity—that it is not 
expensive but relatively cheap and 
consequently that by thorough or- 
ganization of the point of view of the 
public, an enormously greater ana 
more stable market can be created 
which will stimulate and encourage 
larger production and higher quality 
at every point. 

It is common knowledge that there 
has been in this country this year a 
surplus of milk. Are you disposed to 
question, why try to increase the sup- 
plv? Let me answer by another ques- 
tion. Does any thinking man believe 
that there is more milk than the coun- 
try needs? The answer is obvious. 
The country has not been supplied 
with one-quarter its needs from the 
standpoint of its physical and finan- 
cial welfare. But there is another pro- 
found consideration; we have spoken 
of animal husbandry as the foundation 
of national prosperity through its 
agriculture. What does this mean: 

It means that the worn out farms 


of New England, of the south, the fast 
declining fertility of the great west, 
the highly specialized agriculture of 
the fruit country, and even the won- 
derfully fertile farms of the Missis- 
sippi valley are crying for dairy cattle. 

There is no way known to man 
whereby fertility of soil can be con- 
served and increased except through 
the agency of animal manure. Only 
by this means can the enormous yield 
upon the earth’s surface of food ma- 
terial, which is not fitted for human 
food, be transformed and redeposited 
in the land in order to make the land 
yield more human food. 

Every student of agriculture is 
agreed upon this proposition. But 
why dairy cattle rather than beef cat- 
tle? As things have developed beef 
cannot be fed except upon a very 
close margin of nrofit. Experience 
shows that it is dairy cattle that build 
up the prosperity of any country. 

There are in this country 6,000,000 
farms. Everyone of them—be it corn, 
wheat, apoles, lemons, cotton or other 
product—that is not thoroughly stock- 
ed, is running down in fertility. There 
are in this country roughly speaking 
22,000,000 dairy cattle and on the 
average of three or four animals to 
a farm. A mature cow produces 67 
nounds of manure daily, a ton a month 
and on the average less than 10 tons 
a véar. Sufficient to moderately fer- 
tilize one acre. Such fertilization 
should occur at least every three 
years. Three cows per farm are hence 
able to protect the fertility, at the 
outside, of nine acres. 

Does it take any argument to show 
that the country cannot proceed upon 
this basis? There must be either an

terioration in national wealth. k 

Let no man underestimate this 
problem. It is the greatest problem 
before the country today. It is be- 
yond all other questions the one where 
preparedness is the vital issue. Al- 
though this is in general a matter of 
interest to every citizen, as a spe- 
cific problem it falls to the people 
immediately interested to solve it. 
The danger is that the vast business 
interests related thereto and depend- 
ent on the dairy industry will not see 
their obligations. aon 

I put this not upon altruistic 
grounds, I put it upon enlightened 
self-interest. 

Hitherto the commercial army, de- 
pendent upon the dairvman, has ad- 
dressed itself to increasing the dairy 
product and in consequence, increas- 
ing its own sales of material to the 
dairymen. Never have they with any 
serious or comprehensive effort ad- 
dressed themselves to providing for 
the dairymen a market sufficiently 
adequate to encourage them to larger 
production, larger numbers of stock 
and better quality.

It is true that those who do 
not contribute money will profit 
equally with those who do contribute 
but the time has come when men shall 
act in this matter ethically, which 
means co-operatively and with a pur- 
pose fairly to share the burdens in- 
volved. 

It takes no extraordinary intelli- 
gence to recognize that the returns in 
actual profit will be multiplied many 
fold, no matter what the initial cost. 

In consequence of this reasoning, 
the dairy council has decided to-lay 
before you, representatives of all 
phases of this vast industry, a plan 
to promote the use of dairy products 
through a campaign of publicity, 
which shall be countrywide, thorough 
and intensive. It has invoked the aid 
for purposes of presentation some of 
the greatest advertising agencies of 
the countrv, and is prepared to lay 
before you a suggestion for your ap- 
proval, and action if approved, which 
shall carry this work on through a 
period of time, probably for years, in 
the effort to create public opinion and 
public appreciation which shall place 
the dairy industry, and through that. 
agricultural welfare, upon a_ solid 
foundation. 

At the outset, while the necessity 
for frequent meetings in the process 
of organization, was prominent, the 
directory of the dairy council was 
made up of delegates selected by the 
various branches of the industry, 
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whose residence and business possi- 
bilities permitted close attention to 
the work. ; 

It is desirable beyond question that 
a sufficient number of members of 
any committee that 1S appointed to 
further this campaign of advertising, 
be so located as to be practicable froin 
this point of view. Se 

_On the other hand, it is highly de- 
sirable that all parts of the country 
be not only represented, but shall be 
convinced that they are represented, 
and by whatever method this body 
shall proceed, that these factors be 
kept in mind. 

The dairy council presents to you 
this project and asks of you your earn- 
est consideration.

BRITISH HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN 
BREEDERS MEET. 


At a meeting of the council of the 
British Holstein-Friesian Cattle So- 
ciety held on December 9, 1915, under 
the presidency of Trevor Williams, 
15 new members were elected. 

It was reported that the sub-com- 
mittee created to interview and ap- 
Noint an inspector of milk records had 
requested Hugh Brown to see Peter 
Bennett, Ballat, Balfron, Stirlingshire, 
on the subject. On the recommenda- 
tion of the sub-committee and Hugh 
Brown it was unanimously decided 
that Mr. Bennett be appointed to the 
position. 

Consideration was given to a mem- 
orandum of suggestions prepared by 
the secretary after consultation with 
John Thornton and Company, on the 
proposal to hold an annual show and 
sale of bulls; and it was resolved that 
the first of such shows and sales be 
held not earlier than the spring of 
1917, the details to be settled at a 
later date. 

A letter was read from the Royal 
Agricultural Society acceding to the 
council’s request for two judges (one 
a Dutchman) in the Holstein-Friesian 
section of the Royal Show at Man- 
chester in 1916, and suggesting that 
the Holstein-Society should defray 
the expenses of the Dutchman, which 
proposal was agreed to by the coun- 
cil. 

The council declined a suggestion 
made by the secretary that instead 
of the society’s medal being awarded 
at shows to the first prize-winner in 
each class, it should be given for the 
champion animal in the Holstein- 
Friesian section at all shows except 
the Royal and the Highland, where a 
medal be given in each case for the 
champion male and the champion fe- 
male. On the motion of Mr. Nye, it 
was decided to endeavor to secure the 
offer of a class for Holstein-Friesian 
in-milk: heifers at the London dairy 
show of 1916, in addition to the usual 
class for cows. 

It was unanimously agreed that the 
name of Trevor Williams be again 
submitted to the annual seneral meet- 
ing for election as president of the 
society for the ensuing year. The 
date of the annual general meeting 
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was fixed for Thursday, ~ February 
10th next. 

The council adopted suggestions 
from John Thornton and Company 
that the sales at public auction, as 
given at the end of the herd book, 
should be detailed, instead of sum- 
marized, and from the secretary that 
the sire of the sire should be printed 
in pedigrees in the herd book. It was 


further decided that the photographs 


of the first prize-winning animals at 
the Royal Show at Nottingham 
should be published in the current 
herd book, entries for which close on 
the 3lst of December. 

The secretary was directed to send 
a copy of the last issued volume of 
the herd book to the various govern- 
ment live stock officers in England,

OF INTEREST TO DAIRYMEN. 

Judge W. B. and Sumner Quarton 
of Iowa, are busy these days, work- 
ing on the dairy rate cases. 

The question now involved is that 
of paying the railroads for icing dairy 
products in course of transportation. 

“The evidence before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission on the icing 
and refrigeration case was taken dur- 
ing the first part of November and 
consumed 16 days,” said Judge Quar- 
ton. “The arguments were pre- 
pared, and filed and the case was 
finally submitted to the commis- 
sion by the first of January. The 
questions involved are very far-reach- 
ing and of vital importance to every- 
one interested in the shipment of 
dairv products. Dairy products, ac- 
cording to the definition in railroad 
parlance, mean butter, cheese, eggs 
and poultry; and all of these com- 
modities are involved in this action. 

“The evidence taken before the 
commission, after being transcribed 
by the reporter, contains 2,300 pages, 
and the exhibits are very voluminous. 
The evidence shows that through the 
Chicago gateway the cost of refrig- 
eration amounts to $500,000 annually, 
and through the St. Louis gateway 
about $400,000 annually; so that it 
will be seen at a glance that the 
amount involved in this controversy is 
very great. 

“If the carriers win, it will cost the 
people of the northwest this $500,000 
additional to the present freight rate; 
while if the carriers are not permit- 
ted to make this charge, it will be a 
reduction in the freight rate to the 
same amount. It is certainly worth 
fighting for. 

“The carload rate question, which 
is of even greater importance to the 
dairymen than the icing charge, was 
taken out of this hearing by the com- 
mission, but it will no doubt be pre- 
sented later. 

“These questions involved in these 
hearings are the dairyman’s ques- 
tions. It will pay the patrons of all 
the creameries to look carefully after 
their interests in these matters. The 
danger lies in not giving these mat- 
ters the needed attention. The state 
dairy associations and buttermakers’ 
associations are trying to protect the 
creameries, but the patrons of every 
creamery should come to their rescue 
with funds to meet the large ex- 
pense. If the patrons do not do this. 
they will be themselves to blame if 
these extra freight charges are put on.

FARMERS’ WEEK IN OHIO.

He has excused all classes 
maintained for the instruction of 6,000 
students in engineering, medicine, 
education, pharmacy and law so that 
the farmers can come to college. 
Practically all the buildings on the 
campus of the university, costing $5,- 
000,000, will be utilized for the event. 
—Ohio State University. 


IMPROVEMENT OF SEED CORN. 


The efforts spent in careful selec- 
tion of seed corn are resulting in bet- 
ter corn for the Washington farmers 
who practice it. Professor E. G. 
Schafer, agronomist of the Washing- 
ton Experiment Station, states that 
more improvement will be possible 
along this line as soon as the grower 
recognizes that certain individual ears 
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of corn have a higher inherent value 
than others. It is not unusual for one 
ear to produce double the yield of 
another ear which appears to be 
equally good. *Ihe inherent value of 
a single parent ear was strikingly il- 
lustrated by such an ear producing 11 
of the 12 ears in the winning sample 
of corn at the recent corn show held 
at Walla Walla. 

The prize winning sample was pro- 
duced by L. J. Campbell of Walla 
Walla, and was outstanding in its uni- 
formity and good quality. Besides 
these 11 prize winning ears, 45 other 
good seed ears were produced by the 
same parent ear. 

It is possible to improve corn just 
as live stock has been improved, by 
culling out the weaker individuals. 
Some improvement has resulted by 
usin only the ears that have the best 
appearance. Further improvement is 
possible by the performance test, 
where only the higher yielding ears 
are used for seed. 


RAISING THE CALF. 


‘Careful attention on the part of a 
dairyman during the two weeks that 
follow a calf’s birth will often mean 
the ultimate addition to his herd of a 
large, well-developed milking cow, in- 
stead of a sickly, undersized, stunted 
animal. The problem of raising 
calves is today a more complicated 
one than when it was customary to 
feed a larger amount of whole-milk. 
The dairyman will, therefore, find it to 
his advantage to take the best possi- 
ble care of his calves from the very 
beginning. 
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Immediately after birth, the navel of 
the calf should be washed with an an- 
tiseptic solution and tied with a silk 
thread in order to prevent infection. 
For the first feed the calf should have 
the first milk from the cow after calv- 
ing and should have its mother’s milk 
for several feeds thereafter. The 
sooner the weaning takes place the 
better, but ordinarily it should not be 
postponed later than the fourth day. 
The sooner the calf is weaned the 
more easily it is taught to drink. 
When first fed from the pail, eight to 
10 pounds of milk a day, fresh and 
warm from the cow and divided into 
two feeds, are sufficient. The feeding 
times should be as nearly regular as 
possible, and at first it is advisable 
to feed more than twice a day. The 
amount fed should be constant; and 
to insure this, scales should be used, 
as variation tends to get the digestive 
organs out of order. At all times the 
utmost care should be taken to pre- 
vent any digestive disorder, as all 
such trouble hinders the growth and 
development of the animal. Calf 
scours is the most common indication 
of this condition. 

The following-named precautions, 
to a great extent, tend to prevent 
scours: 

Feed regularly. Be sure that the 
milk is always sweet and warm. In 
feeding use only clean pails. Feed 
the calf a little less than it wants. 
Reduce the amount of milk one-half 
if the animal becomes sick. 

The amount of milk fed can be 
gradually increased until at the end 
of the second week the calf receives 
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from 14 to 16 pounds of milk a day. 
At this time the gradual substitution 
of skim-milk for whole-milk may com- 
mence. Hay and grain should be 
placed before the calf at this period, 
and it will be found to nibble at them 
a little. At the end of the third 
week the substitution of the skim- 
milk will be complete. By slow 
changes the milk can be increased 
thereafter until 20 pounds a day are 
fed; this amount will be found suff- 
cient when fed with grain and hay. 
If skim-milk is plentiful more may be 
fed, but the added amount will not

Corn meal, bran, and oil meal, 
mixed in the proportion of three, two, 
and one, make an excellent grain mix- 
ture. This grain when fed with plenty 
of fine clover hay makes an ideal sup- 
plement to skim-milk in balancing 
the ration. 

Calves should be allowed all the 
grain that they will eat until they con- 
sume three pounds a day; from this 
point the feeder should use his judg- 
ment as to whether an increase is jus- 
tified. 

The calf, from the time it is two 
weeks of age, should always have ac- 
cess to plenty of clean, pure water. 

The general practice is to feed 
calves skim-milk for from two to six 
months. In the latter case, with fall 
calves the time of final weaning from 
milk comes in the spring, when pas- 
tures are ready. Under this system 
the calves usually make excellent 
growth during the entire period with- 
out any break in gains.—United States 
Department of Agriculture. 


DEAN HENRY’S OFFICE DESK. 

The most highly prized piece of 
furniture in the College of Agricul- 
ture, of the University of Wisconsin, 
a common table bought for $2.50, is 
being carefully preserved in the agri- 
cultural library. 

Back in 1880 it did duty as the desk 
of the first dean of the college, Wil- 
liam A. Henry. Upon its scarred top 
were prepared many letters, lesson 
papers and other important docu- 
ments having to do with the early 
business of the institution which for 
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more than a quarter century has 
worked for and with the farmers of 
the state in developing the agricul- 
tural resources of Wisconsin. 

An inscription under a plate glass 
frame covering the top of the table 
gives this interesting information. 

“The first home of the college of 
agriculture was in the university 
farmhouse in 1880. In 1881, my wife 
and self occunied three rooms, the 
others being given over to the farm 
help. I started the form of an office 
by purchasing this table for $2.50 and 
placing it in the front room, second 
story of the farm house.” 

This table may be regarded as the 
first and oldest piece of furniture be- 
longing to the college of agriculture.
